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Dr. John H. Doherty new chief 

of the combined fracture 

service of the New York Hospital 
—The Hospital for Special Surgery 


Dr. John H. Doherty was appointed Chief of the Com- 
bined Fracture Service of The New York Hospital—The 
Hospital for Special Surgery on July 1, 1968. He is re- 
placing Dr. Preston A. Wade who founded the Combined 
Fracture Service in 1955 and served as its Chief until his 
retirement this past June. 

Dr. Doherty was born and raised in New York and is 
an alumnus of the College of the Holy Cross and The New 
York Medical College. He completed his Internship and 
Residency at St. Vincent’s Hospital in New York, served at 
the U.S. Naval Hospital in St. Albans, New York, and re- 
ceived his Orthopaedic Resident training here at The 
Hospital for Special Surgery. 

From 1956 through 1963, Dr. Doherty served as 
Chief of the Orthopaedic Section at the Veterans Adminis- 
tration Hospital, Bronx, New York. Since 1963, he has 
served as Executive Assistant to the Surgeon-in-Chief and 
currently holds the appointments of Assistant Professor of 
Surgery (Orthopaedics), Cornell University Medical Col- 
lege, Associate Attending Orthopaedic Surgeon, The Hos- 
pital for Special Surgery and The New York Hospital. Dr. 
Doherty serves on The Hospital for Special Surgery’s 
Medical Board and is a member of the following societies: 
American Academy of Orthopaedic Surgeons, American 
College of Surgeons, Scoliosis Research Society and the 
New York Academy of Medicine. 

The Combined Fracture Service was established at 
The New York Hospital—Cornell Medical Center to care 
for all fracture cases brought to either The New York Hos- 
pital or The Hospital for Special Surgery. Under the Chief 
of the Combined Fracture Service a Resident Staff com- 
prised of a Senior and Junior Surgical Resident and a 
Surgical Intern from The New York Hospital and a Senior 
and Junior Orthopaedic Resident from The Hospital for 
Special Surgery provide treatment for an annual average

of 550 in-patients, 1,035 clinic patients and 1,243 emer- 
gency patients. 

Fracture Clinic is held four mornings a week. At the 
Sunday Follow-up Clinic annual follow-ups are made for 
a minimum of two years on patients who have been dis- 
charged from active treatment. Fracture Clinic facilities 
include a fully equipped plaster room, a splint room and 
x-ray facilities. Patient files are used for teaching and re- 
search purposes with x-rays and 5 x 7 transparencies kept 
on each patient. 

The Combined Fracture Service is also responsible 
for teaching fractures and other trauma to Medical Stu- 
dents, House Staff and Postgraduate Students, and for the 
past ten years, a Fracture Conference has been held on 
Tuesday evenings for this purpose. 


The following article appeared in the Sunday Daily News on 
June 23rd, by-lined Linday Scarbrough. We think it amply 
describes the pleasures of that day. 

“Swarms of gaily dressed kids, moms and pops hopped 
aboard a Circle Line boat at a Hudson River pier yesterday 
to sail around Manhattan—but they were not ordinary tourist. 

All the patients who could possibly move from their tempo- 
rary home, The Hospital for Special Surgery, their families and 
the hospital staff were embarking on the hospital’s 13th an- 
nual boatride. 

The sun was warm, the breeze was nippy, and the boat 
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sprayed water onto the lower deck drenching delighted kids 
and disgruntled adults. 

When the boat slid up the East River and HSS came into 
view, hoots and hollers exploded. “Toot the horn, toot the 
horn!” a hospital administrator yelled and the horn was 
tooted. Heads and arms popped out of the clean, white build- 
ing and everyone waved and cheered. 

“If you had been in that hospital as many times as I have 
been,” one woman commented, “‘and you saw the Circle Line 
boats go by each day; and wished you were on one, you’d 
understand why this is such a great idea.” 
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At Gracie mansion, the guide pointed out the Mayor’s heli- 
copter and boats, then said, “The helicopter’s warming up— 
maybe the Mayor will come out, ladies and gentlemen. Oh, 
kids, maybe he’ll come out!” 

“Oh, yes, there he is kids, in the red jacket!” the guide 
screamed. Half laughing and half excited, the kids waved at 
Lindsay, and he grinned and waved back. Lindsay in the red 
jacket didn’t know who he was waving to, but he made a lot of 
special kids especially happy.

“Let’s look at the record” 


A medical record is the physical history of a human being. 
It is a vital document since it records the necessary items 
of past illnesses, treatments and the prognosis of a patient. 

At HSS the Medical Record Department houses ap- 
proximately 128,000 medical records in its main section 
for both In and Out Patients. 

There are eighteen full-time employees in the Depart- 
ment, consisting of 3 registered librarians, medical secre- 
taries who aid the doctors in the clinics with hospital 
patients; dictaphone operators who transcribe operations, 
discharge summaries and some clinic follow-up notes; 
file clerks who pull and file approximately 6,000 charts 
per week, answer the telephone approximately 100 times 
per day, file approximately 600 miscellaneous reports per 
week from various departments; one correspondence sec- 
retary who handles inquiries from attorneys, insurance 
companies, outside agencies, other physicians, and pa- 
tients themselves, all requesting information contained in 
the Record Room. One general clerk is responsible for the 
chart after discharge of the patient as to its arrangement, 
checking for incompleteness, checking admissions for 
errors in spelling, and who also answers subpoenas for 
court and sends information to Blue Cross. 

The mechanics of how these records are put together 
and maintained is through a system of terminal digit filing 
of the charts set up in open shelf files. Color coding of the 
numbers is used because charts are more easily located in 
the various files and misfiles are readily spotted. A Soundex 
system of filing patients’ index cards has been in use and 
this system codes the consonants in the name; rather than 
alphabetically, since the consonants are the actual sounds 
one hears in pronouncing a name. The index cards are 
housed in an electrical Kard-veyer which brings the card 
within easy reach of the individual. All diagnoses are 
coded and indexed by the “Standard Nomenclature of Dis- 
eases and Operations.” 

Miss Elinor Hancock is the librarian in charge of this 
department. One of the most important responsibilities 
of her department is to have the medical record available 
when needed and to make sure that the Medical Record 
Department is kept informed as to each record’s location 
at all times.
